GS.R. 910(E).— In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) read with 
clauses (a) and (c) of sub-section 2 of section 155 of the Sashastra Seema Bal ^^t, 2007 (5 o 
2007) and in supersession of the Sashastra Seema Bal Group 'A' Combat,sed (Gutted 
MiniLrial and Private Secretary Cadre Post Recruitment Rules. 2010, except as respect thi g 
done or omitted to be done before such supersession the Central Government hereby 
followine rules to regulate the method of recruitment to Group 'A' Combatised (Gaz^d) 
Ministerial and Private Secretary Cadre post in the Sashastra Seema Bal, under the Ministry o 

Home Affairs, namely:- 

1 Short title and commencement.- (1) These rules may be called the Sashastra Seema Bal 
Group 'A' Combatised (Gazetted) Ministerial and Private Secretary Cadre Post Recruitmen 

Rules, 2012. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application.- These rules shall apply to the posts specified in column (1) of the 
Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Number of post, classification, pay hand and grade pay or pay sca^.- The number 

of posts their classification, the pay band and grade pay or pay scale attached thereto sh 

as specified in columns (2) to (4) of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

4 Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications etc.- The method of recruitment of 
the said posts, age limit, qualifications and other matters relating thereto shall be as specified 
columns (5) to (13) of the said Schedule. 

5 Pre-promotional courses.- The personnel in the feeder rank shall be detailed to undergo 
qualifying courses before completing service eligibility period for promol'on 

rank in order of their seniority and every such member of the Force shall, before ’ 

should have successfully completed pre-promotional course or courses as prescribed m the said 

Schedule. 

6 Disqualification.- No person,- 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living; or

8^ Superannuation.- A personnel appointed under these rules shall retire from service on the 
afternoon of the last day of the month in which he attains the age of fifty seven years;

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Provided that the person whose date of birth is the first day of a month shall retire from 
service on the afternoon of the last day of the preceding month on attaining the age of fifty 
seven years. 

9. Liability of service,- Any person appointed to the said posts under these rules shall 
liable to serve anywhere in India or abroad and perform any work and duty assigned to him 
there-so. 

10. Ineligibility of non-citizens of India No person who is not a citizen of India shall, 
except with the prior permission of the Central Government in writing, be appointed under these 

rules: 

Provided that nothing contained in this rule shall bar the appointment or employment of a 
subject of Nepal or Bhutan in the Force. 

11 Power to relax.- Where the Central Government is of the opinion ^t it is necessary or 
expedient to do so, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the 
provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

12, Saving.- Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, relaxation of age limit and other 
concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, Other 
Backward Classes, Ex-Servicemen and other special categories of persons in accordance with 
the orders issued by the Centra! Government from time to time in this regard. 

13. Interpretation.- If any question relating to the interpretation of these rules arises, it shall 
be decided by the Central Government.

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Note-1: The Depaitmenal otficere in the feeder category 
who are in the direct line of promotion will not be eligible 
tor consideration for appointment by deputation, similarly 
deputationists shall not be eligible for consideration for 
appointment by promotion. 



Note-2: The period of deputation including period of deputation 
in another ex-cadre post held immediately preceding this 
appointment in the same or some other organisation or 
department shall ordinarily not exceed three years.
